The most popular 
dish is one which includes two 
long links of smoked wurst and 
potato salad. But the children 
like ice cream and the Ameri- 
can influence is here. 


They drink soft drinks of their 
own, and cokes. They consume 
coffee, beer, wine. But it is 
surprising that most of the bev- 
erages are coffee or “‘soft.” 


The People 


The people, coming and go- 
ing. are entertaining to a visi- 
tor. Here is what Americans 
would think of as a “typical” 
German of the old days. He is 
fat. His hair is crew-cut. He 
wears lederhosen shorts and a 
tweed coat. His nice wife and 
his beautiful, flaxen haired 
daughter are with him. He takes 
a table nearby. He orders beer. 
The wife has coffee. The girl 
has an orange drink. They each 
have potato salad and wurst. 

But here comes two teen- 
agers—in blue jeans. Each is 
eating ice cream on a stick 
and talking excitedly. They go 
down to the fence close to the 
parked international planes, 
where a sign says, “Vorsicht 
Propeller Wind!” But they are 
not typical. There are many 
teen-agers and almost all are 
in shorts. About half of these 
are of beautifully made leather 
—the traditional lederhosen. 
Children look about like those 
in America—sweet, neat, some 
with pony-tails, and others blond 
with pigtails. 

The airport is a gay place. 
The aircraft double park at 
busy periods. When your cor- 
respondent’s ship came in we 
were met by a Disneyland-like 
train of little cars, colorfully 
decorated. In we piled at the 
plane steps and were hauled 
in to the big airport building. 

There are others of these 
trains—which the Germans had 
long before Disney brought them 
to California. Rides are sold 
on them. Children and their 
parents love them. They wind 
in and out about the parked 
planes, a fact which would hor- 
rify American airport officials, 
but with typical German effi- 
ciency they make the tours be- 
tween departures, and though 
these are frequent, they man- 
age it. 


Unseen Lady 

The real wonder of the airport, 
insofar as this correspondent is 
concerned, is an unseen young 
lady. Calmly, and with never a 
hesitation, she makes the an- 
nouncements in German, English 
and French. I thought that was 
all. But the Spanish line came 
in and she went right into that 
language. Her voice was soft, but 
precise—one wondered where one 
small head had learned so much. 
But, alas and alack, there was 


not time to obtain permission | 


to meet her. 

Assisting the busy waiters are 
cigaret and cigar vendors, and 
also men selling newspapers. The 
atmosphere is a family and pic- 
nic one. A table has just filled 
up nicely. There is a middle-aged 
man and wife with four children. 
Next to them is a couple, an old 
man who probably saw Kaiser 
Wilhelm and has lived through 
much of violence and sorrow. 

This is an attractive aspect of 
the German, even the European 
character. They are not bored 
with sitting a long time with 
coffee, a soft drink, beer or a 
glass of wine, and enjoying the 
soft air, the sun, the breeze, the 
flowers, and the coming and 


go,” when they have finished 
their orange drink or ice cream. 
After all, it is a pleasant world, 
in the shade of the Linden trees, 


with flowers and sunshine all

Shall we also nullify our investments 
in Greece, Turkey, Formosa, Viet Nam, 
the Middle East and elsewhere by refusing 
to follow through with what we have 
begun. 

We should remind ourselves again of 
how we destroyed the victory of World 
War I by refusing to support mutual se- 
curity programs and the League of Na- 
tions. The result was international disas- 
the destruction of World War 
Il. Must we again refuse to accept re- 
sponsibility for our own future?

Audacious Mr. Gaillard 


Tightens French Belts 


The French government, specifically 
Finance Minister Felix Gaillard, is show- 
ing remarkable courage in recent moves 
to curb inflation in that country. So much 
courage, in fact, that it is doubtful wheth- 
er that government can survive what 
amounts to putting the brakes on too much 
prosperity. 

In devaluing the franc by 20 per cent, 
adoption of tighter credit controls and 
raising the discount rate, raising taxes, 
slashing the state budget and acting to cut 
nonessential imports, the audacious Mr. 
Gaillard hopes to curb the boom without 
killing it. 

These measures are designed to in- 
crease exports and decrease domestic con- 
sumption to correct an unfavorable trade 
balance which threatens the French econ- 
omy. They are expected to permit con- 
tinuing the almost unprecedented in- 
ternal expansion of the French economy 
and industrial modernization through 
which France hopes to make itself a 
strong partner in the European common 
market. 

Almost everyone knows of the con- 
tinued boom and progress in Germany. 
Not as many are aware that France, too, 
is making spectacular progress, increasing 
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productivity per man-hour even faster 
than the Germans and raising exports to 
record levels. The trouble comes from the 
fact that wages and incomes have risen 
faster than production and imports have 
been making up the difference. 

Drastic measures were necessary and 
friends of France hope Mr. Gaillard gets 
away with it. 

The long-needed belt-tightening, aus- 
terity and national discipline have been 
defeated in the past by France’s political 
instability. But if the once great nation, 
which is still a rich country, is to take its 
place as a full partner in the West's 
economy, it is the only way.

By public enterprise and by private 
enterprise, too, the high lines have been 
extended into the country to bring a new 
way of life to the farm and a real boost to 
the general economy of this land.

Alderman E. A. Gilliam’s statement in 
which he estimated 7,000 persons were 
making a living in the lottery racket dur- 
ing its heyday in this area reflects the 
magnitude of the operation prior to the 
recent crackdown.

Mableton Sets Example 


In Fire Protection Plan 


Suburban areas and small communi- 
ties concerned about fire protection would 
do well to study the Mableton plan. 

This community in southwest Cobb 
County got the county’s legislators to 
sponsor a local bill which gives the tax- 
payers of the community a right to assess 
themselves five mills for fire protection. 
The money is paid into the county treas- 
ury and disbursed through a fire board or 
commission. 

It pays for the laying of water mains 
and the purchase and maintenance of fire 
fighting equipment. Volunteers pay $5 a 
year to belong. to the Mableton fire de- 
partment, but at least one paid fulltime 
fireman stands guard at the firehouse at 
all times. 

The Mableton plan became effective 
Jan. 1, 1956. 

To the community it has meant not 
only greater security to person and prop- 
erty, but also an-appreciable reduction in 
fire insurance rates. 

First community in the state volun- 
tarily to seek a fire protection tax, Mable- 
ton residents are getting that tax more 
than paid back in actual cash savings. 

For initiative, self-help and results, the 
action they have taken is commendable 
and exemplary.

In Political Battles 


WASHINGTON—When 
Was a gangling youngster of 14, back in 1927, he

a Me | got a job for 10 days as a page in the Georgia 
House of Representatives. The man who hired him was the speaker of 
the House—a fellow by the name of Dick Russell. Three years later 
Russell was running for governor and spoke in Talmadge’s hometown 


of McRae. 

Young Herman, by then 17, and 
having grown considerably in the 
intervening years, went to the ral- 
ly to hear Russell speak. 

‘“‘When the meeting was over,” 
Talmadge said the other day, “I 
went up to speak to the candi- 
date. Much to my surprise, he 
immediately recognized me, 
shook hands and said: ‘Hello, Tal- 
madge, how are you?’ 

“IT was amazed. Dick Russell 
had known me for only 10 days 
three years before I had grown a 
lot since then and | didn’t expect 
him to remember me. It made a 
lasting impression.” 

That faculty for remembering 
people and names back in 1930 
was to be an invaluable political 
asset for Dick Russell, who went 
on to win the governorship and 
then a seat be has held since 
1933 in the United States Senate. 

Herman Talmadge learned the 
lesson well. And that same facul- 
ty has been one of his great po- 
litical assets in his own climb to 
the governorship and to the U.S. 
Senate, where, 30: years after 
that McRae meeting, he sits be- 
side the man who taught him the 
lesson. 


Talmadge today probably 
knows more people by their first 
names, from one end of Georgia 
to the other, than any political 
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figure the state has ever pro- 
duced. 

It is one of the secrets—but 
only one—of his tremendous per- 
sonal popularity. 

No politician can long remain 
successful unless he _ personally 
knows a great many of his con- 
stituents. It was perhaps this 
factor that was the turning point 
in the late, great Sen. George’s 
sorrowful decision not to seek re- 
election last year. The distin- 
guished but aging senator had 
been away from his home state 
too long in his preoccupation with 
the affairs of the nation. 

When Sen. George was ponder- 
ing his decision early last year, 
one could not help remembering 
a remark Herman Talmadge had 
made in 1953 just before teaving 
the governor’s chair. 

At that time there was some 
talk of bringing retired Gen. Lu- 
cius Clay back to Georgia and 
running him for governor in the 
1954 campaign. Reporters asked 
Talmadge about it. 

Hooting at the idea, Talmadge 
threw his head back and laughed 
and said of Gen. Clay:. . 

“IT wonder how many folks does 
he know in Attapulgus?” 

Talmadge knows them, be they 
in Attapulgus, Ty Ty. Ball 
Ground or Flowery Branch—and 
they know him.

True Communion 


Needs No Words 


(Dr. Allen’s column is written this week 
by Dr. John R. Brokhoff, pastor of St. Mark's 
Lutheran Church, Charlotte, N.C.) 


In the 19th century a priest noticed a man came to kneel at the 
altar rail every day and pray for a long time. One day the priest 
asked hira what he said in the long period. The -man replied, “O, I 


look at Him, and He looks at me.” 


True prayer can be without 
words. Most of us think that we 
must say words when we pray. 
Prayer is more than words. It is 
at best silent meditation with God. 

Men from the beginning of time 
have prayed. Of all religions and 
in all places, men have lifted 
their hearts to God. It may 
have been an American Indian 
spreading corn meal in front of 
his tepee. It may have been a 
Chinese bowing before a shrine 
of ancestor worship. The prayer 
could be the swinging of a prayer- 
wheel by a monk in Tibet. It 
could be a Christian with bowed 
head in a church. 

Prayer is ‘universal and nat- 
ural. It goes back to man’s cre- 
ation in the image of God. He is a 
living soul and has a touch of 
divinity. This aspect of a man 
causes him to reach out to God 
in prayer. 

It is not a problem of whether 
or not we pray. Every man 
prays. Some pray only in an 
emergency while others pray 
daily. It is rather a problem of 
how to pray. The disciples once 
observed Jesus at prayer and 
were so impressed that they said, 
‘“‘Lord, teach us to pray.”’ His an- 
swer was the Lord’s Prayer. 

Prayer at its best is when we 
are in quiet communion with God. 
We are still before Him. There is

no need of words. When we are 
with a loved one, we may spend 
hours without exchanging a word. 
There is rapport and harmony. 
We are content just to be with 
each other. On the other hand, 
when we are with someone 
strange, we feel it necessary to 
hold a conversation. When there 
is a lull, the silence is embar- 
rassing. 

If we love God, we will be glad 
to be in His presence. Prayer, 
then, becomes an attitude and a 
spirit. It is the practice of the 
presence of God. This makes it 
possible to pray unceasingly as 
St. Paul directed. We can pray 
while washing dishes. We can be 
in an attitude of prayer as we 
type a letter. We can be driving 
our car and be in prayer with 
God. 

This helps us to understand 
how some men have been able 
to spend hours in prayer. Bishop 
Andrews spent five hours daily 
in prayer. Charles Simeon prayed 
daily from 4 to 8 a.m. Luther 
needed three hours and Wesley 
two hours for prayer each day. 
Where did they find the time and 
words? 

Their prayer was at its best 
because they learned prayer 
needs no words, only a conscious- 
ness of God’s presence. Have you 
ever tried praying without words? 


Call Russia’s Bluff 


On Issuing Visas 


WASHINGTON—The Soviet Union is having a 
field day of lush propaganda proclaiming how 
willing and eager they are to have American 


students, artists, scholars and specialists visit the Soviet Union—and 
having to do virtually nothing to make good on it. This is a Com- 


munist’s utopia: 
accruing to Mescow. 

We play right into the hands 
of the Soviets by requiring that 
all visitors, except government 
officials, must be fingerprinted 
by the United States before be- 
ing granted visas. 

In an earlier column I dis- 
cussed the negative results of 
this provision which virtually no- 
body in the government wants 
but which nobody does anything 
about. 

It gives the Kremlin the eas- 
iest possible device with which 
to discourage Russians from vis- 
iting America and put the blame 
on the United States for their 
restrictions. 

It gives the Kremlin the fullest 
opportunity to picture the United 
States as erecting an iron cur- 
tain against cultural exchange 
between the Soviet-satellite world 
and itself as if we were the ones 
who are afraid to let others see 
America and afraid to let Ameri- 
cans freely see Russia. 

But there are positive reasons 
for doing away with this finger- 
pointing business and doing away 
with it promptly.

, George and Michael Krull will die Wednesday de- 
spite a year ard a half of skillful legal maneuverings to 
keep them out of the electric chair. 


The brothers first went on trial 
here in February, 1956, for the 
kidnap and rape of a Chattanooga 
businesswoman. 


Testimony at the trial disclosed 
a rough and tumble existence for 
the pair as they grew up in Mc- 
Kees Rock, Pa. Though the rec- 
ord does not go into detail, indi- 
cations are that the boys were 
left pretty much to themselves. 

One day in 1955, they drove into 
Chattanooga, Tenn., with a couple 
of friends. On the north side of 
town, they stopped at a drug 
store for cigarettes. A 52-year-old 
woman came out of the store. She 
was the sister of the proprietor. 
George drew a longblade knife 
and forgot about the cigarettes. He 
and Michael got out of the car, 
quickly put the blade against the 
woman’s ribs and forced her into 
the car. 

They drove her to the Georgia 
side of nearby Chickamauga Na- 
tional Park, and there raped her. 

A park ranger saw |. them. 
George dragged his victim from 


‘the car and toward the under- 


growth, but the ranger caught 
them. 


The woman was hospitalized 
and George and Michael, along 
with their two companions were 
arrested. The other two men were 
sent to prison for five years. 

It’s taken a long time to get the 
Krulls into the chair. George es- 
caped from a detention cell in 
Rome while awaiting a commis- 
sioner’s hearing. He was recap- 
tured. Later he and Michael tried

ing trial. They were not success- 
ful. 

Four aggressive young lawyers 
were appointed by the court to 
defend the Krulls. 

They tried every legal ma- 
neuver in the book. U.S. District 
Judge Frank Hooper sentenced 
the brothers to die when a fed- 
eral jury found them guilty and 
recommended the chair. 

The attorneys appealed the case 
to the Fifth Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals in New Orleans. The higher 
court upheld the guilty verdict but 


‘said the brothers would have to 


be resentenced because Judge 
Hooper erred in asking the jury 
to recommend a _ sentence with 
their verdict. 


They took the case to the U:S. 
Supreme Court to try to get the 
verdict reversed, but the nation’s 
highest court turned them down. 

Once again, Judge Hooper said 
the brothers would have to die. 
He stayed the execution, however, 
to allow the attorneys time to ap- 
peal to the President. 


For more than two months, 
President Eisenhower had the rec- 
ord of the Krulls’ crime and con- 
viction before him. He found noth- 
ing to justify his saving them. 

Again, the brothers were before 
Judge Hooper. Again he sentenced 
them to die—this time on Aug. 21 
—<despite Michael’s plea for his 
life while George stood shackled 
in stony silence. 

Earlier, the Krulls wrote a letter 
to their victim begging her to in- 
tercede for them by writing the 
Board of Pardons and Paroles. 


But no reply came. 

A month later, the victim told 
reporters she did not answer the 
letter because the Krulls had nv 
mercy on her when she begged 
them. 

The morning before they were 
to appear in court for their third 

the brothers attempted 
suicide, but they were treated 
and recovered sufficiently to be 
brought into court for their third 
sentencing. 


his family must escape. ‘Even 
people who had donated blood 
were being sentenced to jail,” he 
said. 

On Nov. 14, he and his family 
and some friends commandeered 
four trucks and forged orders 
that allowed them to travel over 
the country to collect food and 
medicine to bring back to Buda- 
pest. 

He and his family were stopped 
five times but never arrested. 
Some in the convoy were ar- 
rested, however, and Dr. Haraszti 
says he learned later that they 
had been sent to Siberia.

When they reached Austria, 
they were taken to the town of 
Andou. Dr. Haraszti served as a 
chaplain in the refugee camps 
and finally arrived inthis country 
on Dec. 28. 

The five Haraszti children are 
being cared for by the Missouri 
Baptist Children’s Home until the 
parents can get on their feet 
again. 

As soon as possible, they plan 
to go to Africa as medical mis- 
sionaries. Their application is 
now pending before the Southern 
Baptist Foreign Mission Board.

He said any such bargain be- 
tween the union and the auto 
makers would be self-enforcing on 
the union because, “It is an old 
maxim in collective bargaining 
that you cannot wring water from 
a stone.” 

He said: “If price reductions 
should have any adverse effect 
upon the industry’s financial posi- 
tion, we would have no alternative 
but to take that fact into account 
in our negotiations.” 

Under his plan, the price cut 
would become effective when the 
1958 models go on the market late 
this year. 

Ruther earlier said his 1'-mil- 
lion member union would seek a 
reduced work week and more take 
home pay in 1958 negotiations.

Housefly Is 


A Boozing 
Tough Guy 


By DR. T. R. VAN DELLEN 
The housefly is tough and pro- 
lific and has a built-in radar sys- 
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feet if all the eggs survived. For- 
tunately, many dry up or aré 
consumed by other creatures. 

The housefly is sturdier than it 
looks. Its flight muscles form 
more than 11 per cent of its total 
weight, which is a greater ratio 
than that of birds. If the insect 
flew straight and was refueled in 
flight with sugar, it might wing 
100 miles. Its speed is compara- 
ble to that of a horse, which is 
4% m.p.h, 

The insect is hard to catch, not 
only because of its radar sys- 
tem but also the eyes on its head. 
The criter can fly sideways and 
land upside down on the ceiling. 

The housefly’s liking for beer is 
of practical importance because 
this beverage can be added to 
poison baits to make them moré 
attractive. There are racial dif- 
ferences among these insects. 


‘Swedish flies have thicker skin on 


their feet than do Swiss flies. 
The tenderfoot is easier to kill 
through spraying DDT on the 
walls, 

The fertility of the fly makes 
its control difficult. Elimination 
by swatting or trapping is an end- 
less chore. Spraying with insect- 
icides such as DDT helps but is 
not the complete answer. Most 
authorities agree that the best 
way is to destory breeding places. 
In cities, the manure pile no 
longer is a factor but our pets 
and garbage pails provide good 
substitutes. 

Farmers are doing their best to 
keep the pests under control.

Teen-agers 
Have Worst 
food Habits 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 

Overweight leen - age girls 
brace yourselves. Hear this: Of 
alii teen-agers and all 
weights, you girls have 
food habits. At a recent 
national conference where the 
nutritional problems of all age 
groups were discussed, the 
greatest danger zone was found 
in the eating habits of the teen 
agers, particularly of over- 
weight girls. 

The Nutrition Education Con- 
ference, held in Washington, 
D.C., was sponsored by the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture Nu- 
irition Committee and the In 
teragency Committee on Nutri 
tion Education and School 
Lunch. Dr. Ercel Eppright, 
head of the Food and Nutrition 
Department, Home Economics 
Division of lowa State College 
discussed the problems ol teen- 
age nutrition 
DEPLORABLE STATE 

“According to nationwide 
studies in the past few years 
teen-agers stand first on the 
list of children who need guid- 
ance . .. Nutritionally speak- 
ing, teen-agers are generally 
considered to be in a deplorable 
state,” Dr. Eppright declared. 

Teen-age boys are better 
nourished than teen-age girls, 
She pointed out. Our authority 
explained that this is probably 
due to the fact that boys are 
generally more active’ than 
girls and have larger appetites. 

They eat more food, and 
probably more by chance than 
by planning, include more of 
the essential foods in daily fare. 
In comparison, teen-age girls 
tend to eat less as they grow 
older, starting at age 12, and 
they particularly cut down on 
the foods which are vital to 
health. 

The heavy teen-age girls have 
especially poor diets, the doc- 
tor asserted. Studies revealed 
that on the basis of eating 
habits alone, there were fewer 
overweight girls among those 
who ate a well balanced diet, 
regardiess of calories, then 
there were in the groups who 
had diets lacking in food es- 
sentials. 

NOT FATTENING 

For those of you who have 
the mistaken notion that break- 
fast is fattening, here’s an eye- 
opener. . . . With teen-age 
girls, as the calories at break- 
fast decrease, the calories from 
snacks increase. Snacks gener- 
ally are less nutritious than 
breakfasts . . . and consist of 
f{latteners. 

Dr. Eppright recognized the 
fact that you teen-agers are so 
preoccupied with the intense 
living of the moment, the long- 
fun health aspects of good nu- 
trition would be of little interest 
to you. But here are some facts
